I'HONH STUIKE HERB 


Although.the general public hardly 


rca'lzcd the fact, there has been a gen- 
uine strike on In Newport this week, 
beginning pt 7.00 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, when the gcncralorder for 
telephone operators went into effect. A 
number of operators went out, and 
pickets have been on duty about thc 
Exchange in an endcavor'to keep their 
own members from returning to worn 
as well as to draSv off those who have 
stuck to their posts. No violence has 
been offered, and the workers have 
not been very, accessible to tho strik- 
ers' because of the fact that the /Tel- 
ephone Company, provided them w'*1' 
taxis for transportation or with'sleep- 
Ing and eating accommodations within 
the building'as they preferred. 


When thc strike hour arrived it was 


a time of tension for Manager Wright 
and his loyal assistants, although they 
bad intimation that a number of oper- 
ators would remain loyal to tho Com- 
pany. In this they were not disap- 
pointed, and it was soon found that by 
the use of these and a few former 
operators who came back for the 
emergency, it was possible to keep 
things going so that the general pub- 
lic suffered very little. As a matter of 
fact, the selvice has been very gooJ, 
especially during Ihc daytime, and on 
most of tho boards there has been 
even less delay than under ordinary 
circumstances. 


On the occasion of the last .tele- 


phone strike, the Newport Exchange 
was pretty well crippled, and emer-

The formal opening of the New 


York—Newport 
Air 
Service 
took 


place on Wednesday and was made 
a very imposing function. 
The im- 


portance of the occasion " was best 
emphasized by the presence of Major 
General 
Bullard, representing

Army, and 
of 
Commander A. C. 


Read, who.was one of the men who 
made the record-breaking air floght 
from coast to coast a few months 
Read. Thc Government has taken a 
deep Interest from the first in tho 
.opening of the Newport air line, be- 
cause of its desire to aid commercial 
flying as a moans of developing ships 
and men for government service when 
necessary . The use of the Coddington 
Point section oMhe Naval establish- 
ment here was secured only because of 
this desire on the part "of the Gov- 
ernment, as it has not been the cus- 
tom to allow Government property1 to 
be used for private purposes. 


The flight from New York to New- 


port was made in one hour and eigh- 
teen minutes' on .Wednesday. In tho 
ship were General ^Manager Locnig, 
two New York newspaper men, and 
tho pilot. 
A strong westerly wind 


helped to speed up the time of the 
trip, and the New Yorkers arrived 
hero somewhat before thc time they

In the last 
Congress the House.disregarded the 
Presidential veto, hnt" the administra- 
tion was able to rally sufficient sup- 
port In the Senate to kill the bill. 


It Is generally admitted that Con- 


gress .will not adopt a sales ta'i. 


There la a good.deal of speculation 


here as to tbe course which the Presi- 
dent will pursue i: he Is again brought 
to the'test. Some of his friends Insist, 
that he will veto a bonus bill once 
more unless the sales-tax Is provided 
for. 
Other observers are not so cer- 


tain of this, and -express the belief 
that In view of tbe approaching na- 
tional election and.the fact that the 
Government finances are in much bet- 
ter shape than they were a year ago 
the President may come to a compro- 
mise and give his approval If both 
Senate and House pass a bonus plan. 


In any event, those who' were hop- 


ing that the question of bonus legis- 
lation had been put aside for all time, 
are certain to be disappointed.' It is 
understood here that the campaign of 
Ihe bonus advocates will soon be In 
full swing In preparation for the as- 
sembling' of Congress next Decemher. 


One of the advocates of bonus legis- 


lation, after discovering recently in 
the statements of General Lord, di- 
rector of the budget, and President 
Harding that there would be a sur- 
plus of about-§200,000,000, expressed 
doubt .that there ever bad actually 
been danger of a deficit of $823,000,- 
000. The'-natlonnl finances certainly 
seemed to be In a much more healthy 
condition' he' said, than had been 
painted'at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, when the fight to get honus leg- 
islation adopted was at its height.

The. best plan, according to 
Farmers' Bulletin 1307, "Qiiackgrass," 
by I,. W. Kephart of 'the bureau of 
plant Industry, -which has Just been, 
published. Is to allow It lo form a 
sod and iliwi plow It In midsummer 
during dry, hot woutluT 
After plow- 


ing, tlie Held should be harrowed fre^ 
qiienlly until winter und Ihe following 
yoAr planted with a cultivated crop'. 


CJufickgrass occurs In this country 


most' abundantly In the region north. 
of the Ohio 'and east of Ihe Missouri 
rivers, but during recent years the" 
weed has been found Invading Ihe val- 
ley lands and ^Irrigated soils. In the 
pacific -Northwest- where It promises 
to be as troublesome as In the East. 


One of Ihe principal reasons foMhe ' 


wide 'and continued distribution' of 
quackgrcu Is tlie fact that It does 
not look like 'a weed. 
There' are no 


bright, showy dowers; coarse, ujly 
jea'ves; 'or other features by which 
weeds i.-are-; distinguished, i To 
the 


casual observer the plant Is simply a 
grnsj, and thus It works Us way Into 
the fields, becoming thoroughly ettab- 
Ilshod'before It is recognized. 
It Is 


moat Iniportaiit, therefore, that the 
farmer should, be able lo recognize. 
quackgrasi at sight. 


• Cloiely Related to Wheat ' 


In ' general appearance quackgrass 


resembles a thin-headed' variety of 
p'heat. 
The plant Is, In fuct, closely 


related to wheat, and as liiere are not 
many wild grosses which resemble 
that cereal, the occurrence of a wheat- 
like, grass In -the. field should be re- 
garded 'with suspicion. 
The grasses 


which might be confused most com- 
monly with quackgrass on this ac- 
count are western wheat-grass, slender 
wheat-grass, and wild rye, In the west- 
'ern' states, and Italian rye-grass and 
perennial rye-grass In the eastern 
states. None of these grasses Is hard 
to destroy. 
Positive Identification of 


quackgrass can be secured by examin- 
ing the seed heads, tho leaves, and the 
rootsbcks. 
The bulletin on the sub- 


ject contains photographic plates and 
detailed description of the weed at Its 
different stages of g'rowUi . thnt make 
Identirlcntlon easy. 


While tliere Is no quick and easy 


method of controlling quackgrass, and 
different methods have to he employed 
under varying conditions, experience 
has shown that certain fundamental 
phases of control are constant and de- 
pendable, and may be accepted as. 
principles upon which tho practice of 
control Is based. 


Quackgrass control depends more 


than anything else on the character of 
the. season and fair weather Is abso- 
lutely essential If any progress Is to 
be made.' Cultlvatlon'in wet weather 
merely encourages the .weed to spread. 
Wet weather, of course, cannot be fore- 
told, and.lt often happens that rainy 
weather sels In* after a campaign of 
tradlcation Is well under way. Under' 


Icalfy, abandon the work temporarily, 
and iwalt a mor» favorable Beaion.

Masked Goats. 


At the Rowett Institute, Aberdea 


Scotlnnd,-n number of goats were 
bo recently seen wearing what ap- 
peared to be gas mnsks. The musks 
were fitted to the horns by elastic 
bands, and provided with .an Inlet 
valve which admitted air, arid a sec- 
ond valve, through which the out- 
breathed air passed Into a riibber bog. 
The expired air was then analyzed, 
the amount of heat produced by the 
animals giving an indication of the 
qunntlty of food being used up. The 
masked goats, were being used In a 
series of experiments now being car- 
ried on at tho "irn'Utution In order to 
throw light on the'Question of animal 
nutrition, and the; most economical , 
method of stock-feed.lng.
